* A person using water shall construct or
install and maintain controlling works and a
measuring device (73-5-4[1])

* A person using water shall make the
controlling works and measuring device
accessible to the state engineer or water
commissioner. (73-5-4[2])

* The State Engineer may collect and
validate water use data. (73-5-8[2])
